From the annual report of the National 
Association of Cotton Manufacturers and 
Planters the New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser compiles. some interesting statis- 
tics ot the home. consumption of cotton 
for the year ending October ist, 1870. 
These statistics show that the total amount 
of cotton spun, according to a ratio based 
upon the returns of 88 per cent. of the cet- 
ton-epinning power in the whole country, 
was 313,349,940 pounds, ot which 20,656, 
473 was in Southern mills and 298,193,467 
in Northern mills. There were alse 8,213, 
032 pounds otherwise consumed in the 
North. The number of spindles occupied 
was 5,762,988 in the North and 166,275 in 
the South—total 5,929,268. Thereports of 
430 Nerthern mills ahew an increase of 
consumption in 1869-70 over 1868-9 of 1.67 
per cent., or 4,787,824 pounds, and in spin. 
dies of 2.72 per cent. In the same period 
the increase of consumption in 53 South- 
ern mills was 6.26 per cent., or 1,155,255 
pounds. The total increase was 
206 per cent., or 5,943,279 pounds 
of eotten, and in spindles of 2.65 
percent. The returns of cotton used in 
the mills “otherwige than for spinning,” 
were too incomplete to allow a

BEFORE THE SHIP WENT DOWN. 


The Story of the Only Survivor of the 
- Cambria—One Hundred and Eighty- 
three Lives Lost. 

{From the London Dally Telegraph, Oct. 25.] 

Yesterday large quantities of wreck washed 
aebore on the nor therm coast of Anotrim

On Thursday, as soon as the wreck was re- 
ported, Lloyd’s agent at Derry communicated 
with Captain Curtis, of the Coast Gaard, at 
Greebeustle, who set off at once with a life- 
boat and crew to Iofstrahull, and wrote back: 
J have just returned from the island. We 
could see Lo vestige ef a wreck on the main 
land. The islanders say they have deen 
aroucd the outiying rocks, and there was 
nothing there. in fact, they were quite aus- 
tonisbed on being told that 
a wreck, and promised to look out. The 
lighthouse people have seen nothing.“ 

The Keeper of the hthouse, however. has 
sinee said that his wife and himself, on Wed- 
pesday, about midnight, heard what appeared 
to be cries of distress. They opened the 
lighthouse door, and every gust of wlad 
brought with it shrieks, as if from men and 
women in despair. They also observed a light 
In the direction of the Tor rocks, outside of 
Inistrahull. This light flickered for a very 
"few minutes, and then disap „ and soon 
all was silent. It was a wild, stormy night, 
and to bave ventured out would have been 
certain destraction. 

MeGartlabd has made the following addl- 
tional statement: On W esday night the 
weather was very bad. The wiad blew fori- 
ousiy, and a beavy rain fell; and what with 
the wind and rain, and the waves whica 
broke ever the gunwale, I could see nothin 
outside the ship, I don’t think any — 
see objects aren a short di I re- 
meived on deck t pint till about 11 
o'clock; then I went below. I had scated 
myeselt at my burk, thinking over old times 
end my pear approach to home, when sudden- 
ly there was a horrid creab, and I was seot 
2 forward on my face on the floor. 1 
did not lose my senses, although I was a good 
deal frightened, and getting to my feet I bur- 
ried up on deck, 

Here I found passengers running to and 
fro in great excitement, but I cannot say there 
was much crying or shou „ Iwas myself 
much put ebout. I heard the order given, 
‘Launch the boaie,’ but I cannot say whose 
voice it was; and I also heard some one say- 
ing, There's a migh'y big hole in the boat,’ 
Our vessel, I now krow, struck the rock 
of Inietrahull, bow on; but at the time I 
really saw nothing beyond the boat itself, the 
night was so dark and there was so much 
blinding rain aud spray. I did not see the 
light on Ivistrahull. 

“Some time before the wreck I saw two 
lights, but I did not know the Irish coas 
aud 1 cannot tell you where they were. As 
bave said, the order was given to lower the 
boats. ‘lhere were seven small boats, 
think, on beard, four of which were lowered. 
One of them was in the fore part, and the 
others in the off part, end. I saw

Discovery of the Bedy of the Child— 
Arrest of Martha Boyd. 

In our issue of Monday an account was given 
of a care of infanticide, occurring at the corner 
of Sixth and Walaut. Ia the article Kk was stated 
thai Marina monks gg" Sunday night with the 
rervants Im the bh of Mr. Browp, and tha, 
éurtng the night she gave birth toa child, which 


- could not de found Mondey morniog, and the girl, 


Martha Boyd, could then give no satisfactory ac- 
count of {ts disappearance. 

No positive proof was given until yesterday 
afierrnoon of the death of the chiid, when a 
workman ramed Philip Hogg. found the body of 
an infent in the vault ia the rear of Mr. Brown’s 
re:idence, above named. 

The Coroner was calied and summoning his 
jury, aunt Patsy Mosely was called and testified : 
—Am cooking or Mr. Brown; went into my 
room Sunday night and found Martha Boyd 
standing In the center of the room without boa- 
net or shawl oa; asked her whatshe was doing 
there; said she bad jast bad achild; went up 
stairs and told Mrs. Brown; never saw the giri 
befor e last Sunday. 

Annie Ratisbura testified to about the same 
efiect. 

The Coroner then sent for Aunt Rebecca Bar- 
ret, living m MeAlister’s alley, who, on 4 
being s orn, testified as follows: On Sunday 
Mish! last Patsy Mosely came to m house and 
asked me to come over and see Mattha Boyd; 
went with her, and both of us went into the bed- 
room of Anne Ratisburn; found Martha Boyd 
Ising on the bed, and, after examiniug ner, con- 
cluded she was with child; Martha asked me to 
go and get Dr. Leachman, as he was her pby:i- 
clan: told her I wouldn't; it would place me ina 
bed position. 

The verdict of the jury was that the child 
came to lis death from suffocation la the vault 
on the premises of Mr. Brown. 

Both aunt Patsy and Anda Ratisburn were ar- 
re: ted as accessories to the affair, aud taken to 
jail. 


Stamp Duties. 


There seems to be some misunderstanding 
smone¢ busin+ss men generaliy as to con- 
struction of that part of the act of July 14, 1870, 
which exempts ‘promissory notes for a less sum 
than one hundred dollars from stamp duty. The 
law as it now stands, dive-ted of its verbiage, 18 
as follows: The tax on checks, drafts or orders 
drawn at sight or on demand remains ue- 
changed, viz: two cents when drawn for any 
gum whatever upon any bank, banker or trust 

y.anda like amount when drawn “for 
auy bu ©xceeaing ten dollars upon any other 
person or persons, Companies or corporations.” 
Bills of exchange (tuland). draft or order. for the 
pas ment of any sum of money not exceeding 
one hundred dollars, otherwise than at sight or 
on demand, or any promi-sory note (for a less 
sum than one hundred dollars), are exempted 
from stemp on ana afier the Ist of October, 1870. 
Evidences of debt such as I. O. U. 61,0,“ “due 
you 6100.“ usually called “due bills,“ or pro- 
missory notes to pas at sight.“ are liable (as to 
the first paragraph above) to tbe tas 0-cent stamp 
duty.
